Rocket Plane, Designed to Go 
1,700 MHP, Given First Test 



LOS ANGELES, Dec. II A 
tiny plane with which the army air 
forces and Dell Aircraft corporation, 
lis makers, expect lo delve Into the 
uncharted realm of lupcrsonlo 
speed, has BUceessfulIy completed Its 
first tests. 

The XS-1. wlUi 23-year-old Pilot 
Chalmers ISllckl Qoodlln, New 
Alexandria, Pa., at the controls. Was 
cut loo.^e from the belly ot n B-as 
bomber over Muroc alrbo-se Monday. 
Seconds after America's tim rocket- 
propelled plane dropped away from 
Uie big bomber. Ooodlln turned on 
tho power, ond the Craft darted away 
with a momentum which the form- 
er novy pilot compared to tho thrust 
from a catapult o board a carrier. 

The piano Is designed lo fly ai 
1,700 mlica an hour, but Ooodlln 
made no attempt to step It up that 
high. He loafed along at a mere 
S50, uslna first one cj-Undcr. then 
two, and finally— for only a few 
seconds— *J1 four. 

The piano was cut loose at 25,000 
feeL Ooodlln cUmbed under hU own 
power to 35,000. meantlma diving 



banklnn and cllmhlng. he flew toi 
ID minutes, not quite seven under 
power, and made a perfect landlnc 
with his fuelless engine Idle. 

The plane's power Is measured In 
terms of thru.si, rather than horse- 
power. But R. M. Stanley, Eric, 
Okla.. Dell's chief englntcr ond de- 
signer on tlie plane, said by tho 
only nvollable means of comparison, 
the engine could bo said lo develop 
30.000 horsepower. It bums ethyl 
alcohol, oxidlied by liquid oxj-gcn. 

The engine Is unbeUevably small 
lo generate sucli a tremendous 
thrusL Without fuel It weighs only 
210 pounds, ond ita overall lensth 
Is BO Inches. The plane Itself Is smal- 
ler than the average tighter meas- 
uring ai feet from tall to Up, with 
a wing span of only aa teet. 

Army auihorlUes empha^d at 
a press conference that the plane, 
of almost conveaUonal design, was 
not designed as o tighter, a bomber 
or ony other espechil type of cratU 
lU mission la purely and specifically 
to permit Investigation of tho supcr- 
canJc speed ranges.
